INTRODUCTION 


The  Pennsylvania  Appalachian  Development  Plan:  Revision 
for  1971  updates  the  Plan's  Revision  for  1970  within  the  overall 
framework  of  the  Pennsylvania  Appalachian  Development  Plan  pre- 
pared for  the  three  year  period  ending  June  30,  1971,  which  was 
submitted  to  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission  on  November  12, 
1968  . 

The  "Appalachia  Investment  Policies"  have  been  revised 
to  incorporate  the  Commission ' s new  programs  and  policies  which 
give  added  emphasis  to  social  development  policies  and  social 
objectives,  including  environmental  protection  and  improvement, 
as  an  essential  part  of  the  Appalachian  program  along  with  tra- 
ditional economic  development  efforts. 

The  updated  lists  of  projects  now  recommended  by  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Representative,  E.  S.  Hochstetter,  are  grouped 
by  categories  with  general  justifications  which  relate  them  to  the 
Appalachia  Investment  Policies  and  also  are  grouped  by  Economic 
Activity  Areas. 

A new  section  included  in  this  revision  contains  a state- 
ment prepared  by  each  Local  Development  District  concerning  its 
general  needs  and  program  priorities.  The  data  in  the  Appendix 
included  in  the  Plan's  Revision  for  1970  concerning  needs  for 
hospitals,  medical  facilities,  and  vocational  rehabilitation  needs 
are  still  relevant. 
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All  projects  to  be  undertaken  utilizing  Appalachian 


funds  will  be  subject  to  further  individual  evaluation  as  they 
receive  specific  consideration.  Consistency  with  the  Development 
Plan  will  be  a prime  factor.  The  Plan  will  continue  to  be  re- 
viewed periodically  and  appropriate  revisions  prepared  for  coor- 
dination to  reflect  continued  relevance  and  applicability.

APPALACHIA  DEVELOPMENT  POLICIES 


Pennsylvania  development  policies  consist  of  two  paral- 
lel and  interrelated  sets  of  policies  which  may  be  traced  through 
State  legislative  enactments  of  the  past  decades.  In  essence  they 
deal  with  economic  development  and  social  improvement.  The  economic 
development  efforts  have  been  more  prominent  during  the  past  two 
decades  if  only  because  of  the  extreme  economic  upheavals  in  the 
Commonwealth's  leading  industries.  Social  development,  on  the 
other  hand,  has  been  a consistent  State  concern  as  expressed  in 
health,  welfare,  education  and  related  programs. 

Responsibility  for  social  development  has  been  assigned 
to  respective  functional  agencies  charged  with  administering  specific 
programs.  In  some  instances,  responsibilities  have  been  split  as 
in  the  case  of  health.  The  Department  of  Health  is  responsible  for 
a variety  of  environmental  health  programs  ranging  from  sanitary 
engineering  and  water  pollution  control  to  housing  hygiene.  It  is 
embarked  upon  a plan  for  comprehensive  health  planning  --  a broad 
scale  effort  involving  regional  advisory  committees  and  a compre- 
hensive  work  program.  The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  administers 
both  the  State  General  Hospitals  and  the  State  Mental  Hospitals, 
which  are  important  elements  in  the  provision  of  personal  health 
services.  In  addition,  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  administers 
the  Medicaide  program  of  the  Commonwealth  which  provides  payments 
for  medical  services  to  the  medically  needy.  It  also  prepares  an

annual  Pennsylvania  State  Hospital  and  Medical  Facilities  Plan 
which  specifies  the  needs  for  general  care  hospitals,  long-term 
care  facilities,  tuberculosis  liospicals,  diagnostic  and  treatment 
centers,  public  health  centers,  and  rehabilitation  facilities. 

This  plan  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  directives  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare,  and  is  the  basis 
upon  which  Federal  funding  for  facilities  is  approved. 

In  certain  respects,  the  plan  is  supplemented  by  analy- 
sis of  related  agencies.  For  example,  the  Plan  merely  identifies 
state-wide  needs  for  vocational  rehabilitation  facilities  while 
more  specific  needs  of  individual  areas  have  been  determined  by 
the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  in  the  Cooperative  Area  Man- 
power Plans  developed  for  both  the  individual  metropolitan  areas 
and  the  non-metropolitan  areas  of  the  State. 

Other  important  plans  for  the  State's  social  programs 
include  the  Pennsylvania  Mental  Health  Plan,  the  Pennsylvania 
Mental  Retardation  Plan,  and  the  Master  Plan  for  Higher  Education 
adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  All  of  these  planning 
efforts  are  viewed  as  important  elements  of  comprehensive  plan- 
ning in  Pennsylvania.  They  are,  in  general,  the  adopted  pol’icy 
documents  upon  which  programs  are  administered  and  funds  are 
allocated . 

Economic  development,  in  contrast  to  social  development, 
is  viewed  as  a multi-agency  responsibility  in  Pennsylvania  with 
the  Department  of  Commerce  serving  the  instrumental  role  for 
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coordination  of  programs.  Thus,  industrial  development  activities 
are  augmented  through  operations  of  such  agencies  as  the  Depart- 
ment of  Highways  and  the  Department  of  Education,  the  first  pro- 
viding access  roads  and  the  second  establishing  training  programs 
for  new  jobs.  Likewise,  the  needs  for  enlarged  water  supply  or 
sewage  disposal  systems  generated  by  new  businesses  are  identified 
by  the  Department  of  Commerce  working  with  the  Department  of  Health. 

The  Pennsylvania  policy  toward  economic  development  is 
traceable  to  the  Appalachia  Pennsylvania  experience  of  the  past 
two  decades  which  was  cited  at  some  length  in  the  third  chapter. 

It  has  two  clear  thrusts  — training  workers  and  attracting  manu- 
facturers --  and  a recently  added  third  broad  one  with  several 
objectives  which  might  be  summed  up  as  "balanced  economy. " 

The  first  two  are  obvious  in  their  origin.  Pennsylvanians 
over  a quarter  of  those  employed  in  Appalachia  Pennsylvania  in 
1950  --  lost  their  jobs  in  mining,  railroading,  farming,  and  steel 
making  by  I963.  They  needed  new  skills  to  get  new  jobs.  Their 
localities  needed  trained  workers  to  attract  new  employers,  so 
the  Commonwealth  embarked  on  a variety  of  retraining  efforts  plus 
construction  of  vocational-technical  schools  to  assure  that  the 
labor  force  was  prepared  for  the  changing  needs  of  industries. 

The  effort  to  attract  manufacturers  has  been  as  obvious 
as  the  need  for  retraining.  Pennsylvania's  position  as  one  of  the 
Nation's  leading  industrial  states  has  been  a matter  of  pride 
since  Revolutionary  War  days  and  had  contributed  greatly  to  the 
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State's  progress.  Merchants,  workers,  public  officials,  and  the 
general  public  were  all  agreed  on  the  value  of  manufacturing  enter- 
prises in  a local  economy  and  therefore  could  act  jointly  in  trying 
to  attract  industries  to  their  communities.  Underlying  this  general 
agreement  was  one  of  the  tenets  of  the  economic  base  theory  that 
describes  manufacturing  as  an  "export"  industry  which  causes  money 
to  flow  into  an  area  from  outside  through  the  sale  of  a factory's 
products.  Perhaps  even  more  important  than  that  is  the  reality 
known  to  bankers  and  merchants  --  that  manufacturing  payrolls  have 
a greater  multiplier  value  in  a local  economy  than  most  other  expen- 
ditures . 

For  these  reasons,  the  Pennsylvania  Industrial  Develop- 
ment Authority  was  created  in  1956  to  help  localities  in  attracting 
industries.  As  of  June,  1970,  947  projects  with  a loan  value  of 
$210  million  had  been  approved  throughout  the  State.  The  resulting 
direct  employment  is  estimated  to  be  130,541*  The  total  of  all 
new  projects  for  additions  to  industries  and  for  new  industrial 
plants  exceeded  9^000. 

In  the  Appalachia  Pennsylvania  counties,  $154  million  of 
the  PIDA  money  has  been  committed  with  an  estimated  98,276  new  jobs 
created  in  760  new  and  expanded  business  firms.  For  the  economies 
of  the  40  counties  in  which  this  activity  has  occurred,  the  im- 
provement of  general  business  conditions  has  been  dramaticj  through- 
out Appalachia  Pennsylvania  these  new  jobs  have  added  an  estimated 
$566.1  million  in  personal  income  through  payrolls. 
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In  addition  to  the  Pennsylvania  Industrial  Development 


Authority,  Pennsylvania  has  a complementary  industrial  development 
financing  program  authorized  by  the  Industrial  Development  Authority 
Law  of  August  23,  1967.  As  of  June,  1970,  165  Revenue  Bond  and 
Mortgage  projects  with  a loan  value  of  $137j469,193  have  been  approved 
throughout  the  State,  creating  an  estimated  9^950  jobs,  while  pre- 
serving about  32,558.  Of  the  165  approved  projects,  thirty  were 
new  firms  attracted  to  Pennsylvania. 

In  the  Appalachian  counties,  $735129,993  in  revenue  bonds 
and  mortgages  were  issued  through  25  industrial  development  author- 
ities, creating  an  estimated  4,168  jobs  in  49  new  and  expanded  firms. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Commerce  administers  a pro- 
gram which  makes  available  matching  funds  for  industrial  development 
promotion  activities.  Grants  of  about  $5.3  million  have  been  made 
to  industrial  development  agencies  throughout  the  State,  with  about 
$2.9  million  in  the  Appalachian  counties.  Under  the  Site  Develop- 
ment Program,  grants  of  $2,648,581  in  a total  program  of  $3,323,785 
have  been  disbursed  or  committed  for  projects  in  Appalachian  counties, 
and  under  the  Community  Facilities  Program,  grants  of  $3,363,745 
in  a total  program  of  $3,840,212  have  been  disbursed  or  committed 
for  Community  Facilities  projects  in  Appalachian  counties. 

Generally,  manufacturing  is  not  expected  to  experience 
rapid  growth  when  compared  with  other  industrial  sectors.  As  a 
result,  a locality  that  has  attracted  one  plant  may  not  enjoy  auto- 
matic expansion  of  employment  over  the  years  simply  because  that 
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manufacturing  sector  is  growing  slowly  throughout  the  Nation.  Non- 
manufacturing sectors  of  the  economy,  on  the  other  hand,  generally 
are  experiencing  much  faster  growth  than  manufacturing. 

This  is  the  factor  underlying  the  third  thrust  of  the 
State's  economic  development  policy,  the  one  termed  "balanced  economy. 
While  the  emphasis  of  the  past  has  been  to  encourage  new  manufac- 
turing jobs,  the  State  has  developed  an  array  of  programs  to  spur 
growth  in  other  industries.  Employment  in  services,  for  example, 
is  projected  to  grow  rapidly  at  least  until  1975 , yet  the  causes 
of  employment  expansion  in  this  sector  are  far  from  clear.  There- 
fore, development  policies  and  governmental  aids  to  stimulate 
service  employment  are  being  evolved  on  a pragmatic  basis  as  in 
the  case  of  tourist  promotion.  Department  of  Commerce  matching 
funds  amounting  to  $2.8  million  of  the  Statewide  total  of  $4*9 
million  have  gone  to  organizations  in  Appalachian  counties  to 
help  advertise  and  promote  local  tourist  attractions. 

Science  and  research  are  being  actively  encouraged 
through  fellowship  grants  and  "seed-type"  investments  in  new 
research  centers  associated  with  the  State's  colleges  and  uni- 
versities. The  Pennsylvania  Science  and  Engineering  Foundation 
in  the  Department  of  Commerce  is  concentrating  its  appropriations 
on  research  of  what  it  terms  "people  problems"  --  that  is,  subject 
areas  such  as  pollution,  materials,  bio-medical,  health,  trans- 
portation, knowledge  availability,  physical  science,  industrial 
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development^  and  nuclear  engineering.  Grants  of  about  $2,3“4^SbO 
in  a total  program  of  $4*2  million  have  been  made  in  Appalachian 
counties . 

These  programs  administered  by  the  Pennsylvania  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce  have  meant  $169.1  million  in  expenditures  by 
the  State  in  Appalachian  counties.  Some  observers  suggest  that 
the  most  important,  but  unmeasurable,  benefit  of  all  these  efforts 
has  been  a substantially  improved  business  climate. 

The  new  programs  illustrate  the  break  from  the  past 
singular  concentration  on  manufacturing  employment  in  industrial 
development  programs. 

While  most  of  the  State ' s development  funds  are  still 
used  to  aid  plant  location  for  manufacturing  industries,  develop- 
ment policies  are  being  altered  to  encourage  other  kinds  of  enter- 
prises which  promise  to  broaden  the  economy  and  to  increase  the 
State ' s growth  rate . 

APPALACHIA  INVESTMENT  POLICIES 

The  Appalachian  Regional  Development  Act  and  progi’am 
which  place  strong  emphasis  on  economic  development  of  the 
Appalachian  region  and  its  component  areas  have  clearly  recog- 
nized that  social  objectives  and  providing  services  and  facilities 
to  meet  these  objectives  --  important  goals  in  themselves  --  are 
at  the  same  time  valuable  and  necessary  a-ssets  in  attracting  private 
investments  into  the  Appalachian  region o 
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This  concept  and  effort  are  in  complete  harmony  with  the 
Pennsylvania  development  policies.  In  essence,  this  policy  is  rec- 
ognition that  economic  vitality  is  desirable  because  it  contributes 
to  the  quality  of  life  and  conversely,  that  where  widely  accepted 
social  institutions  are  absent  or  inferior,  economic  development 
will  be  difficult  to  achieve . 

This  is  not  simply  the  official  Commonwealth  view,  but 
the  attitude  of  industrial  leaders  as  well.  It  has  been  clearly 
stated  by  industrial  management  that  adequate  health,  education, 
and  housing  services  are  prerequisites  of  decisions  to  expand  or 
relocate  in  any  area  under  consideration. 

Indeed,  the  parallelism  of  economic  and  social  develop- 
ment is  explicitly  stated  in  the  Appalachian  Regional  Development 
Act  because  its  authors  recognized  the  necessity  of  improving  the 
social  institutions  of  Appalachian  communities  if  economic  efforts 
were  to  produce  long-term  benefits. 

The  Appalachian  Regional  Development  Act  and  policies 
adopted  by  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission  provide  supplementary 
gr-ants  for  the  construction  of  hospitals,  conununity  health  centers, 
mental  health  facilities,  vocational-rehabilitation  centers,  vo- 
cational-technical schools,  and  higher  education  facilities. 

In  addition,  new  Commission  programs  give  great  emphasis 
to  program  activities  which  will  provide  services  to  people  in 
matters  of  health,  child  development,  nutrition,  manpower  and  training 
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including  in-service  teacher  training,  multi-school  district 


service  projects,  miners'  safety,  occupational  diseases,  "Black 
Lung"  and  housing.  All  of  these  have  deep  social  significance. 

Where  the  functional  agencies  have  progressed  to  the 
point  of  having  long-range  improvement  plans  as  in  the  case  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Plan  for  Hospitals  and  Medical  Facilities, 

that  plan  and  its  priorities  are  adopted  intact.  Where  the 
functional  agency  has  failed  to  complete  a long-range  plan,  its 
recommendation  for  priorities  is  sought  before  recommendations 
for  funding  are  made  to  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission. 

Coordination  of  plans  and  projects  is  augmented  by  the 
State  Planning  Board  in  fulfilling  its  Project  Notification  and 
Review  System  responsibilities  under  Bureau  of  the  Budget  Circular 
A-95  in  cooperation  with  regional  agencies,  and  in  the  review  for 
the  Governor  of  State  Plans  which  are  required  as  a condition  for 
Federal  financial  assistance  in  accordance  vv^ith  the  Commonwealth's 
Administrative  Directive  No.  64. 

Economic  investment  policies  follow  the  general  policy 
of  trying  to  attract  manufacturing  and  distribution  industries 
to  the  State.  Thus,  Appalachian  funds  are  recommended  for  pro- 
jects that  are  industry-related. 

Administrative  procedures  established  by  the  Department 
of  Commerce  require  that  projects  be  approved  by  the  operating 
department  of  State  Government  responsible  for  the  kind  of  facility 
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requested.  This  requirement  insures  the  highest  level  of  co- 
ordination between  localities  making  requests  and  Commonwealth 
agencies  with  statutory  jurisdiction  concerning  them. 

Access  roads  to  economic  development  sites  are  a high 
priority  project  category.  Once  the  potential  for  economic  develop 
ment  is  shown,  the  project  is  considered  on  its  own  merits.  The 
site  to  be  served  should  be  held  by  a non-profit  organization  or 
governmental  body  to  assure  that  the  public’s  investment  will  not 
accrue  to  speculators.  Where  an  industry  is  locating  or  committed 
and  no  speculation  is  involved,  the  preceding  requirements  may  be 
waived.  In  addition,  access  roads  which  serve  major  recreation  - 
tourist-museum  areas,  "new  communities"  and  planned  residential 
development  areas,  and  consolidated  high  schools  will  be  considered 
for  funding. 

Vocational-technical  schools  are  also  a very  high  pri- 
ority project  category  because  they  prepare  people  for  employment 
opportunities.  Grants  to  aid  in  construction  of  them  are  readily 
made  when  need  is  established  as  a part  of  the  Commonwealth's 
program  to  provide  these  facilities  throughout  the  Appalachian 
region  of  the  State. 

Airports  often  receive  construction  funds  if  it  can  be 
shown  that  the  facility  will  serve  an  industrial,  distribution, 
education  or  tourist  development  complex.  Here,  demonstration 
of  the  effect  of  the  facility  on  economic  development  must  be 
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shown.  With  the  increased  availability  of  basic  Federal  grants 
for  airport  projects,  they  will  receive  high  priority  consider- 
ation . 

Mine  area  reclamation  projects  fall  into  three  categories 
when  considered  for  Appalachian  funds:  strip  mine  and  waste  pile 
reclamation,  elimination  of  mine  fires  and  subsidence  dangers,  and 
sealing  of  abandoned  oil  and  gas  wells.  Aid  for  stopping  mine 
fires  and  subsidence  is  considered  on  the  basis  of  need  as  es- 
tablished by  the  Department  of  Mines  and  Mineral  Industries.  Those 
in  urban  areas  are,  of  course,  given  higher  priorities  than  those 
in  remote  rural  areas  where  there  is  no  danger  to  communities  or 
inhibition  to  economic  development. 

Strip  mine  reclamation,  control  and  removal  of  burning 
waste  piles,  rehabilitation  of  land  affected  by  waste  piles,  and 
sealing  of  abandoned  oil  and  gas  wells  are  considered  for  aid  in 
those  cases  where  the  project  can  be  shown  to  produce  economic 
development  benefit  or  eliminate  major  sources  of  water  or  air 
pollution.  For  example,  backfilled  land  could  be  used  for  in- 
dustrial park  and  tract  purposes,  industrial  expansion,  tourist 
development,  or  housing  related  to  economic  activity.  Sealing  of 
abandoned  oil  and  gas  wells  is  also  considered  for  aid  in  those 
cases  where  the  project  can  be  shown  to  have  the  same  economic 
development  benefit. 

All  mine  area  reclamation  projects  would  eliminate  severe 
environmental  deficiencies  and  would  be  of  high  priority  in  the 
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Commonwealth's  Comprehensive  Mine  Area  Restoration  Program. 


With  the  removal  of  Section  212  funds  from  the  Appalachian 
Regional  Development  Act  of  1965 ^ as  amended,  sewage  treatment  pro- 
jects are  no  longer  considered  for  basic  funding  in  lieu  of  P.L.  660 
funds;  however,  consideration  would  be  given  for  Section  214  sup- 
plementation to  a P.L.  660  or  HUD  grant  if  the  project  were  vital 
to  a single  major  economic  development  success,  with  preference 
being  given  to  regional  facilities  that  serve  industries,  insti- 
tutions, and  communities. 

Sewer  and  water  line  extensions  into  industrial  parks, 
as  a matter  of  State  policy,  normally  are  not  recommended  for 
Appalachian  grants.  Instead,  such  extensions  receive  grants 
and  loans  under  the  Commonwealth's  own  Site  Development  Program, 
Community  Facilities  Program,  PIDA  Industrial  Park  Program,  and 
Federal  EDA  Program,  which  are  administered  by  the  same  Depart- 
ment that  administers  the  Appalachian  Program. 

Water  supply  projects  necessary  for  economic  development 
are  eligible  for  assistance.  Representative  of  those  that  are 
given  favorable  consideration  are  projects  with  a direct  indus- 
trial development  or  tourist  development  impact.  Other  regional 
projects  with  a clear  economic  benefit  also  will  be  considered 
for  funding  by  the  Appalachian  Program. 

Higher  education  facilities  for  science  oriented  re- 
search, laboratories,  engineering,  teacher  training,  and  medical 
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personnel  training,  and  computers  for  education  and  research,  will 
be  financed  with  Appalachian  funds  especially  when  the  new  facility 
is  expected  to  meet  regional  needs  as  both  an  educational  resource 
and  a resource  to  serve  industry. 

As  matter  of  State  policy,  facilities  at  community  col- 
leges, unless  predominantly  vocational  and  technically  oriented, 
are  not  eligible  to  receive  Appalachian  project  grants. 

Among  the  major  social  concerns  in  Pennsylvania,  one 
of  the  most  pressing  is  the  modernization  of  hospitals  and  the 
need  for  selected  additions  to  existing  ones.  Hospitals,  community 
health  centers,  diagnostic  and  treatment  facilities,  rehabilitation 
facilities,  and  nurses  training  facilities  receive  high  priority 
consideration,  especially  when  necessary  for  the  overall  economic 
development  of  the  area.  As  with  other  programs,  a recommendation 
from  the  appropriate  Commonwealth  agencies  is  one  prerequisite 
for  consideration. 

As  a matter  of  State  policy,  extended  care  facilities  -- 
nursing  homes  and  county  homes  for  the  aged  — are  not  considered 
for  Appalachian  funds. 

With  the  designation  of  a Demonstration  Health  Project 
Area  in  Pennsylvania  under  Section  202,  special  health  planning 
and  demonstration  activities  will  receive  emphasis  in  that  area. 

Libraries  have  been  financed  in  the  past  with  Appalachian 
funds,  but  to  achieve  the  maximum  benefit  with  limited  Appalachian 
program  funds  there  will  be  no  future  financing  of  libraries. 
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Educational  television  projects  are  a matter  of  keen 


interest.  As  a matter  of  policy,  development  of  a Statewide  ed- 
ucational television  network  will  be  supported,  and  in  several 
areas  projects  to  boost  a weak  signal  will  be  supported  with 
Appalachian  funds. 

Audio-visual  educational  materials  have  been  financed 
in  the  past  and  will  be  financed  in  the  future  depending  on  the 
priority  assigned  by  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  avail- 
ability of  funds.  These  funds  are  available  to  regional  instruc- 
tional materials  centers  which  are  established  to  serve  multi-county 
districts  in  Appalachia. 

Timber  and  forest  research  is  not  a program  eligible  in 
Pennsylvania  for  Appalachian  funds  because  there  are  vigorous 
programs  in  this  field  already  in  progress  in  the  Department  of 
Commerce,  the  Department  of  Forests  and  Waters,  and  The  Pennsyl- 
vania State  University. 

Land  stabilization,  conservation,  and  erosion  control 
programs  in  designated  areas  will  continue  to  be  encouraged  in 
Pennsylvania  even  though  they  will  no  longer  be  considered  eligible 
to  receive  financial  assistance  through  the  Appalachian  Regional 
Commission  due  to  the  Commission's  decision  not  to  fund  this  pro- 
gram during  the  1970-71  fiscal  year. 

Housing  improvement  is  a high  priority  concern  in  the 
administration  of  Appalachian  funds.  Appalachian  funds  are  avail- 
able to  help  defray  expenses  incurred  in  planning  and  obtaining 
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mortgages  under  the  National  Housing  Act. 


These  funds  are  avaii- 


able  as  loans  to  non-profit,  limited-dividend,  and  cooperative 
organizations,  or  to  public  bodies  that  are  sponsors  of  housing 
projects  for  low  or  moderate  income  families.  In  addition,  the 
Commonwealth  will  encourage  the  formation  of  sponsoring  organi- 
zations and  will  seek  to  help  them  in  their  activities  involving 
the  planning,  construction,  rehabilitation,  and  operation  of 
housing.  Administration  of  this  portion  of  the  Appalachian  pro- 
gram in  Pennsylvania  is  being  handled  by  the  Department  of  Community 
Affairs  in  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Commerce. 

The  Department  of  Community  Affairs  and  the  State  Plann- 
ing Board  are  jointly  working  with  community  and  industry  groups 
to  help  carry  out  "Operation  Breakthrough"  and  related  concepts 
of  industrialized  housing.  The  Commonwealth  recognizes  that 
"Operation  Breakthrough"  is  not  only  a promising  tool  to  help 
meet  critical  housing  needs,  but  also  an  economic  development 
stimulant  to  the  industrialized  housing  manufacturers  located 
in  Appalachia  Pennsylvania. 

The  Commonwealth's  housing  concerns  also  are  evident  in 
the  ongoing,  high-priority  efforts  to  study,  plan,  and  stimulate 
the  development  of  "New  Communities." 

The  Governor  has  established  the  Commonwealth  Child 
Development  and  Day  Care  Committee  to  develop  better  systems  and 
coordinated  planning  to  provide  maximum  quality  services  to  the 
children  and  families  served.  This  Committee  will  meet  the 
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requirements  of  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission's  Child 
Development  Program  and  of  the  Federal  Panel  on  Early  Childhood's 
4-C  (Community  Coordinated  Child  Care)  Programs  and  will  co- 
ordinate special  child  development  planning  and  demonstration 
activities.  Extensive  child  development  and  day  care  planning 
and  delivery  of  service  activities  are  already  under  way  in 
Pennsylvania;  these  and  other  human  services  programs  will  receive 
increased  emphasis. 

The  Commonwealth  also  will  encourage  and  develop  pro- 
jects eligible  for  funding  by  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission 
which  will  expand  and  improve  ongoing  programs  concerning  nutrition, 
manpower  and  training  including  in-service  teacher  training,  multi- 
school district  service  projects,  miner's  safety,  occupational 
diseases,  and  "Black  Lung"  programs. 

Research  and  technical  assistance  projects  will  be 
encouraged  and  developed  to  deal  with  specific  problems  confront- 
ing Appalachia  Pennsylvania  and  which  will  help  to  achieve  the 
economic  development  and  human  service  objectives  of  the  Appalachian 
program.  An  effort  will  be  made  to  develop  projects  which  approach 
these  problems  on  a regional  basis. 

In  most  cases,  individual  projects  must  be  approved 
for  basic  federal  grants  before  they  are  eligible  for  Appalachian 
funding.  As  a matter  of  practice,  most  of  the  federal  programs 
under  which  these  basic  grants  are  made  are  administered  in  co- 
operation with  State  agencies.  Hence,  individual  project  needs 
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are  established  by  functional  State  agencies  prior  to  submission 


for  Appalachian  funding.  Once  this  prerequisite  is  met , a project 
is  evaluated  in  light  of  the  criteria  listed  above. 

All  projects  to  be  undertaken  utilizing  Appalachian 
funds  will  be  subject  to  further  individual  evaluation  as  they 
receive  specific  consideration.  Consistency  with  the  Develop- 
ment Plan  will  be  a prime  factor.  The  Plan  will  continue  to 
be  reviewed  annually  and  appropriate  supplements  prepared  up- 
dating its  substance  and  proposed  projects.

LOCAL  DEVELOPMENT  DISTRICT  STATEMENTS  OF 
GENERAL  NEEDS  AND  PROGRAM  PRIORITIES 


INTRODUCTION 

In  the  process  of  preparing  the  1971  Revision  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Appalachian  Development  Plan,  each  Local  Develop- 
ment District  has  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Department  of  Commerce,  a statement  concerning  its  general  needs 
and  program  priorities.  These  statements  are  reproduced  in  this 
section  as  submitted  by  each  district  with  only  minor  editing 
to  provide  a consistent  format. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Commerce  has  encouraged 
each  Local  Development  District  to  prepare  its  statement  indepen- 
dently and  to  respond  frankly  with  its  opinions  concerning  the 
District's  general  needs  and  program  priorities.  This  input  to 
the  1971  Revision  of  the  Appalachian  Development  Plan  recognizes 
the  significance  of  each  Local  Development  District  in  shaping 
investment  priorities  and  development  policies  for  each  District 
which  will  serve  as  a basis  for  recommending  projects  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  plan  and  submitted  by  the  State  Representative  to 
the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission.  The  particular  points  of 
view  concerning  programs  and  policies  have  been  preserved  in  this 
Plan  Revision. 
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NORTHWESTERN  PENNSYLVANIA  REGIONAL  PLANNING  AND  DEVELOPMENT 

COMMISSION 

There  has  emerged  an  apparent,  vital  need  in  the  North- 
western Region  for  more  adequate  water  supplies  and  sanitary  sewer 
systems.  Before  we  can  begin  to  attract  new  industry,  improve  our 
schooling  and  highway  system  and  upgrade  the  recreational  facilities, 
we  must  have  adequate  water  and  sewage  systems. 

It  is  our  belief  that  our  primary  goal  in  Northwest  Penn- 
sylvania should  be  to  seek  whatever  means  are  necessary  to  help  all 
our  communities  in  Northwest  Pennsylvania  get  these  basic  and  essen- 
tial facilities. 
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SUSQUEHANNA  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  ASSOCIATION 


We  have  a region  with  great  natural  attractions  and 
advantages  which  is  just  coming  to  the  attention  of  business, 
industry  and  private  individuals.  Many  people  are  becoming 
aware  of  the  attractive  way  of  Life  in  the  region.  We  are  not 
well  prepared  to  guide  and  direct  this  development  to  shape  a 
social  and  environmental  system  which  will  be  worthy  of  our  natural 
advantages.  The  most  serious  problem  we  have  is  the  multiplicity 
of  governments  with  limited  financial  resources,  limited  professional 
staffs  and  limited  geographical  bases.  Only  in  a few  exceptions 
are  these  units  of  government  properly  equipped  to  deal  with  the 
problems  and  opportunities  of  the  region.  The  most  significant 
step  which  should  be  taken  is  to  restructure  local  government. 

A problem  of  equal  magnitude  to  that  of  restructuring 
local  government,  is  that  of  assisting  the  multi-problem  family 
and  multi-problem  individual  climb  from  a state  of  dependency  and 
neglect  into  a self-reliant,  self-supporting,  dignified  role  in 
society.  Our  social  service  system  offers  a vast  cafeteria  filled 
with  services  to  aid  the  disadvantaged  individual.  Frequently, 
the  disadvantaged  individual  does  not  have  the  sophistication  to 
diagnose  his  need;  find  the  cafeteria;  select  the  services  to  fill 
his  needs;  and  continue  under  treatment  till  his  needs  have  been 
met.  The  most  significant  step  which  should  be  taken  is  to  create 
a human  service  center  designed  to  seek  out  disadvantaged  individuals 
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assist  them  in  diagnosing  their  needs;  assisting  them  in  working 
out  personal  development  programs  and  assisting  them  through  the 
development  programs  till  they  are  able  to  assume  full  individual 
responsibility  in  the  private  sector. 

A problem  of  increasing  importance  is  the  need  for  in- 
volving school  age  people  as  responsible  participants  in  all  phases 
of  community  life . It  is  one  of  the  great  national  tragedies  that 
we  have  inadvertently  excluded  young  people  from  so  many  areas  of 
community  life  that  they  have  had  to  create  a youth  culture  of 
their  own.  This  youth  culture  has  been  creating  an  increasing 
sense  of  distress  and  concern  because  of  its  divergence  from  many 
of  the  cherished  values  on  which  this  country  was  built.  We  have 
prepared  a discussion  paper  entitled  "The  High  School  Student  and 
Community  Development"  which  suggests  the  program  which  is  needed 
to  re-establish  a sense  of  communion  and  shared  values  between 
students  and  the  adult  community.  We  sincerely  hope  that  it  can 
be  funded  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

The  Local  Development  District  is  emerging  as  a signif- 
icant change  agent  in  the  region.  At  the  present  we  have  more  than 
800  people  actively  involved  in  programs  sponsored  by  the  District; 
our  target  population  is  2000  people  directly  involved  in  SEDA 
programs  and  500,000  people  in  secondary  involvements.  The  Local 
Development  District  is  evolving  into  a full  range  multi-function^ 
multi-county  planning  and  development  agency  serving  Central  Penn- 
sylvania. Our  objective  is  to  have  every  federal,  state  and  local 
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governmental  body  and  every  private  organization  use  SEDA  as  their 
vehicle  for  uniting  public  and  private  efforts  directed  toward 
making  Central  Pennsylvania  a better  place  in  which  to  live  and 
work.  Toward  this  end  we  are  structuring  the  work  of  the  LDD 
under  a Health  Council,  Governmental  Affairs  Council,  Planning 
Council,  Housing  Council,  Tourist  Promotion  Council,  Industrial 
Development  Council,  Agriculture  and  Forestry  Council  and  Trustees 
Council.  Other  councils  will  be  organized  as  staff  and  funding 
permit  to  serve  the  functional  needs  of  the  region.  SEDA  now 
employs  staff  specialists  in  industrial  development,  finance, 
tourist  promotion,  health  planning,  organizational  science,  health 
education,  epidemiology,  communications,  housing,  civil  engineering, 
landscape  architecture,  recreation  planning,  corrections,  municipal 
and  regional  planning. 

We  want  to  share  with  you  the  idea  that  the  Local  Develop- 
ment District  may  well  become  the  voice  of  local  government  in  the 
new  federalism  which  is  evolving  between  federal,  state  and  local 
government  as  a working  partnership.  During  the  past  three  years 
the  state  and  federal  governments  have  invested  $76,000.00  in  the 
Central  Susquehanna  Local  Development  District  for  operations. 

During  this  period  the  net  worth  of  the  District  has  grown  from 
$3,000  to  $105,000  and  the  District  staff  has  been  expanded  to 
provide  professional  services  in  15  areas  of  specialized  interest 
to  local  government.  We  find  a situation  where  all  levels  of 
government  are  prepared,  and  in  some  cases  anxious,  to  delegate 
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increased  responsibility  to  the  LDD.  We  are  unable  to  accept 
part  of  this  responsibility  because  we  do  not  have  the  financial 
strength  to  conduct  the  proper  service  program  to  local  govern- 
ment . 

We  have  a very  challenging  opportunity  to  assist  local 
elected  officials  in  restructuring  local  government.  This  will 
require  continuity  of  funding  which  will  permit  us  to  undertake 
the  necessary  staff  work  to  support  decisions  on  these  matters. 

At  the  present  time  it  is  necessary  to  direct  our  efforts  only 
in  those  activities  where  financial  support  can  be  made  self- 
sustaining.  We  are  passing  by  even  more  vital  work  because 
there  is  no  apparent  way  to  make  it  self-sustaining. 

It  is  our  impression  that  one  of  the  principal  reasons 
why  the  Appalachian  Region  has  been  partially  by-passed  by  so  many 
state  and  federal  programs  has  been  the  failure  to  provide  staff 
services  to  local  officials.  The  LDD  is  certainly  one  way  of 
remedying  this  condition. 

We  will  deeply  appreciate  any  help  we  can  get  in  pioneer- 
ing this  concept . We  are  making  good  progress  but  there  are  many 
hurdles  to  be  overcome  before  this  planning  and  development  approach 
is  well  established  in  the  region. 

Thus  far  we  have  stressed  systems  and  organizational 
needs  of  the  LDD.  We  also  recognize  the  need  for  capital  improve- 
ments in  the  region.  We  would  have  to  list  sewers  and  housing  as 
the  two  top  contenders.  We  again  call  your  attention  to  the  massive 
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rehabilitation  program  necessary  in  the  anthracite  region  of 
Northumberland  County  and  the  plan  which  has  been  suggested.  The 
need  for  funding  a regional  solid  waste  recycling  plant  is  also 
imminent.  Initial  engineering  data  would  indicate  that  such  a 
plant  can  be  built  in  the  SEDA  region  which  will  have  a lower 
operating  cost  than  sanitary  landfills  due  to  our  access  to  the 
specialized  markets  for  waste  materials.  The  capital  cost  for 
the  plant  is  estimated  to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $10,000,000.

6.  Improvement  in  the  delivery  of  health  services 

(a)  Nursing  homes 

(b)  Extended  care  facilities

If  as  we  read,  illness  is  our  largest  industry  nation- 
wide, this  component  looms  large. 

7.  Housing  - Great  need  for  low  and  middle-income 
housing,  and  housing  for  the  elderly. 

8.  Community  and  regional  water-supply  systems. 

9.  Regional  solid-waste  disposal  system. 

10.  Community  sewerage  systems. 

11.  Airport  improvement  projects. 

12.  Feasibility  studies  for  industrial  parks. 

13.  Small  diversified  industries  to  prevent  reliance  on 
only  a few  large  industries. 

14.  Recreation: 

(a)  Develop  local  tourist  attractions. 

(b)  Develop  recreation  facilities  for  use  of  local 
residents . 

15.  Develop  year-round  youth  centers. 

16.  Improvement  of  forestry  management  practices. 
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17.  Increase  availability  locally  of  cultural  activ- 
ities. 

18 . Improve  delivery  of  police  protection  and  in  admin- 
istration fairly  and  firmly  in  all  communities. 

19.  Restoration  of  land  spoiled  by  strip  mines,  sand  and 
gravel  pits,  and  stone  quarries. 

These  are  not  listed  in  priority  order  since  we  feel 
many  of  the  projects  should  proceed  simultaneously  in  order  for 
our  present  communities  to  expand  in  an  orderly  and  sensible 
fashion  always  with  consideration  of  the  total  environment. 
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NORTH  CENTRAL  PENNSYLVANIA  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 

DISTRICT 


The  area  taken  in  by  the  North  Central  Pennsylvania 
Economic  Development  District  is  a 2^  million  acre  tract  of 
forests,  mountains,  streams  and  small  communities.  It  is  marked 
by  winding  roads,  many  of  which  are  in  such  poor  condition  that 
travel  upon  them  is  exceedingly  difficult.  This  is  one  of  the 
main  problems  of  the  area.  The  two  southern  counties  of  Clear- 
field and  Jefferson  are  served  by  Interstate-80  and  thus  have 
access  to  the  outside  world.  But  the  four  northern  counties  of 
McKean,  Potter,  Elk  and  Cameron  have  poor  roads  connecting  them 
to  the  outside  world.  The  reconstruction  of  U.S.  Route  219  and 
the  improvements  to  Routes  872,  153 ^ and  Wykoff  Run  Road  are  of 
the  utmost  importance  to  the  area.  There  is  also  a lack  of  short 
access  roads  to  industrial  areas,  parks  and  even  some  residential 
areas . 

Access  to  the  area  could  be  accomplished  by  a series 
of  community  airports.  There  are  few  airports  in  tne  six-county 
area,  and  of  those  that  do  exist,  many  of  them  do  not  have  the 
equipment  and  facilities  necessary  to  handle  small  commercial  or 
transport  planes.  Most  of  these  airports  were  built  to  accommodate 
a few  small  private  planes.  New  or  expanded  facilities  are  needed 
at  Emporium,  Clearfield  and  Potato  City.  (Potter  County) 

Finding  a job  in  North  Central  Pennsylvania  can  be  very 
difficult  if  the  job  hunters  want  more  than  a factory  job.  Work 
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opportuiiities  can  be  found  in  schools,  hospitals,  stores  and 
several  industries.  If  a person  is  not  interested  or  qualified 
for  any  of  these  jobs,  he  must  leave  the  area  to  find  a job  and 
we  find  that  many  of  our  area's  youth  are  doing  just  that.  At 
present,  the  number  of  young  people  who  leave  the  area  exceeds 
the  number  who  stay.  This  is  not  just  because  of  the  job  oppor- 
tunities, but  also  because  of  the  lack  of  cultural,  educational 
and  recreational  programs.  For  the  average  young  person  there 
is  nothing  to  do  between  the  time  he  gets  home  from  work  until 
the  time  he  goes  to  bed.  More  facilities  and  organizations  are 
needed  that  would  sponsor  cultural  programs  such  as  concerts 
(rock,  jazz,  traditional),  known  and  unknown  speakers  on  various 
causes  or  ideas,  organized  outings,  etc.  More  community  recreation 
facilities  are  also  needed. 

Sewer  and  water  lines  and  treatment  plants  are  also 
sorely  needed  throughout  the  area.  In  the  entire  six-county 
area  there  are  only  16  municipal  treatment  plants  in  the  153 
municipalities.  Many  more  are  needed.  A vital  step  toward 
giowthof  the  area  is  the  building  of  sewer  and  water  lines  and 
treatment  plants.  New  industries  locate  in  areas  where  these 
services  are  available. 

Pollution  of  our  area ' s waterways  is  especially  critical 
in  the  southern  half  of  the  District.  Old  coal  and  clay  mines 
continue  to  contribute  acid  and  silt  to  our  area's  most  important 
natural  resource  - water.  Clean  water  will  attract  many  people 
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to  our  out-door  camping,  boating  and  fishing  areas;  dirty  water 
will  attract  nothing. 

Along  this  same  line  is  the  need  for  modern  solid  waste 
management.  Most  of  the  present  facilities  are  inadequate.  They 
do  not  meet  the  state  requirements  concerning  the  disposal  of 
solid  waste. 

The  problem  of  disposal  of  the  bark  peeled  for  logs 
used  for  lumber  or  paper  is  also  a pressing  one.  Currently 
the  six-county  area  produces  66,625  tons  of  bark  since  the 
decrease  in  chemical  treatment  of  logs  to  remove  the  bark  in 
the  woods.  This  bark  now  accumulates  at  the  mills.  A means 
to  dispose  of  this  bark  could  be  ascertained  and  established  as 
a result  of  a through  study  of  the  problem. 

Housing  is  another  problem.  Present  housing  is  in- 
adequate. More  lower  to  moderate  income  housing  is  needed  through- 
out the  area.  Many  of  the  communities  in  the  area  are  old,  well- 
established,  and  many  of  them  would  greatly  profit  from  a housing 
development . 

A juvenile  detention  and  rehabilitation  center  is  also 
needed  in  the  area.  At  present  juveniles  must  be  taken  a long 
way  from  their  homes.  This  partially  defeats  the  purpose  of 
rehabilitation.  If  the  juvenile  is  taken  too  far  from  his  home, 
he  loses  contact  with  his  friends  and  family,  thus  causing  him 
to  be  unable  to  readjust  to  his  surroundings  when  he  returns 
home.  This  inability  to  adjust  often  leads  to  his  being  arrested 
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and  sent  away  again.  A juvenile  center  within  the  area  would 
eliminate  this  problem. 

Extended  care  units  are  also  in  great  need  in  this 
area.  Throughout  the  six  counties,  there  are  few  facilities 
for  the  care  of  long-term  patients.  Additions  to  the  Andrew 
Kaul  Memorial  Hospital,  St.  Marys,  and  the  Charles  Cole  Memorial 
Hospital,  Coudersport,  created  units  to  care  for  long-term 
patients.  These  are  the  only  facilities  of  this  kind  in  the 
six-county  area.  These  facilities  are  inadequate  to  serve  the 
entire  area.  Public  and  private  nursing  care  is  also  inadequate 
to  serve  the  needs  of  the  area. 

There  are  many  small  communities  of  100  to  800  people 
in  the  North  Central  Pennsylvania  area  where  the  cost  of  State 
mandated  and  desirable  community  services  are  needed.  Not  only 
is  technical  assistance  needed  to  assist  these  communities  in 
making  the  decisions,  but  assistance  (such  as  a Borough  or  Town- 
ship Manager)  in  managing  the  day  to  day  affairs  is  necessary. 
Such  assistance  might  be  provided  by  a professional  manager  to 
several  municipalities  on  a part  time  basis. 

The  previous  paragraphs  have  presented  the  needs  of 
the  District.  Despite  all  of  these  needs,  the  area  has  many 
attributes.  The  area  is  chock  full  of  mini-mountains,  grassy 
slopes  and  meadows,  streams  swimming  with  fish,  and  numerous 
small  scenic  communities.  If  properly  developed,  the  North 
Central  Pennsylvania  area  could  become  a major  scenic  tourist 
attraction  area  providing  out-door  recreational  experiences  to 
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city  folks.  The  development  of  many  small  water  impoundments, 
25-50  acres  in  size,  would  improve  the  economic  base  for  these 
areas . 

The  District  believes  that  if  the  above  mentioned  needs 
were  fulfilled,  it  would  be  a major  step  toward  providing  a basic 
foundation  for  additional  economic  growth. 
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SOUTHWESTERN  PENNSYLVANIA  ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT 

DISTRICT 


The  Southwestern  Pennsylvania  Economic  Development 
District,  containing  the  counties  of  Allegheny,  Armstrong,  Beaver, 
Butler,  Fayette,  Greene,  Indiana,  Washington  and  Westmoreland, 
has  played  a dominant  role  in  both  Appalachia  Pennsylvania  and 
the  entire  13 -state  Appalachian  Region.  It  is  not  only  the 
largest  Local  Development  District  in  area  among  the  seven  dis- 
tricts in  Pennsylvania,  but  it  contains  almost  as  many  people  as 
the  other  six  combined  - 47 ‘5^  of  the  estimated  total  population 
of  Appalachia  Pennsylvania.  The  Southwest  District  is  easily  the 
region’s  single  most  important  economic  area.  Indeed,  its  2.8 
million  people  are  a sixth  of  the  Appalachian  Region's  population 
although  its  land  area  is  only  a twenty-fifth  of  the  region's 
total . 

The  Southwest  District's  economic  tradition  of  steel 
mills  and  coal  mines  is  etched  deeply  in  the  American  consciousness. 
This  image  of  an  industrial  giant  is  richly  deserved,  although 
altered  considerably  over  the  past  two  decades. 

Pittsburgh  is,  of  course,  the  economic  activity  center 
which  predominates  the  entire  Southwestern  Pennsylvania  Economic 
Development  District.  As  a metropolitan  center  it  ranks  high 
among  all  metropolitan  areas  of  the  United  States.  Like  other 
metropolitan  areas  it  has  its  component  problems  of  transportation, 
housing,  education,  pollution,  etc.  For  at  least  the  past  two 
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decades  these  problems  have  been  studied  over  and  over  by  a 
multitude  of  government  and  quasi  governmental  agencies.  In 
fact,  the  Pittsburgh  area  led  all  other  areas  in  the  United 
States  in  the  field  of  urban  renewal  and  planning.  Public  and 
foundation  funds  have  been  invested  in  studies  and  the  importation 
of  experts  in  all  fields  of  urban  and  regional  affairs.  Yet, 
the  preliminary  estimates  of  the  1970  census  indicate  that  Pitts- 
burgh and  the  region  have  not  maintained  an  economic  or  population 
growth  rate  similar  to  other  metropolitan  areas  of  the  United 
States . 

The  critical  need  then,  at  this  time,  is  an  answer  to 
the  question,  "Why?"  The  majority  of  studies  undertaken  thus  far 
have  discussed  the  various  economic  and  social  advantages  of  the 
region,  and  yet  development  of  any  significance  has  not  taken 
place.  It  must  be  known  at  this  time  why  the  Southwest  Region 
has  not  effectively  competed  for  and  received  its  portion  of 
the  national  growth  rate.  If  the  answer  lies  in  labor,  capital, 
locational  advantage,  local  problems,  or  taxes,  it  is  imperative 
that  blunt  questions  and  blunt  answers  may  be  received  so  that 
a meaningful  development  strategy  can  be  developed.  This  then 
is  the  Southwest  Region's  most  critical  need  at  the  present  time. 

Until  the  basic  question  above  is  answered  the  obvious 
critical  needs  of  the  district  include: 

1.  Manpower  Development  and  Vocational  Education » 

Of  all  the  resource  problems  faced  by  conmiunity 
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leaders,  usually  the  most  critical  is  the  proper  use 
of  the  talents  of  the  people.  In  the  past,  much  of 
this  responsibility  has  been  left  to  chance.  During 
periods  of  prosperity,  laws  of  supply  and  demand  fitted 
workers  to  jobs.  In  periods  of  unemployment,  job  creation 
has  been  emphasized  to  help  people  earn  a livelihood. 

During  1962  - 1967  period,  job  training  gave  new 
skills  to  13,674  workers  in  the  district.  A wide  variety 
of  courses  designed  to  fill  existing  employment  vacancies 
have  been  offered.  Among  the  largest  classes  have  been 
electronics  mechanics,  general  and  precision  machine 
operators,  chemists  assistants,  surgical  technicians  and 
nurses  aides.  But  the  number  above  only  represents  a 
small  fraction  of  those  persons  needed  to  be  trained 
today  to  fit  the  needs  of  the  economy  of  this  decade  and 
further  in  the  future. 

2.  Water  and  Sewer  System  Improvements. 

Conservative  estimates  indicate  that  at  least  $1 
billion  in  public  funds  must  be  spent  now  in  order  to 
provide  an  adequate  sewer  and  water  supply  for  an  exist- 
ing population  of  the  region.  The  lack  of  sewage  and 
water  supply  systems  in  the  region  has  not  only  created 
major  health  and  pollution  problems  but  has  also  hindered 
industrial  development  activities  in  many  areas  where  in- 
dustrial sites  have  locational  advantages  but  no  utilities. 
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3*  Highways  and  Access  Roads. 

It  can  be  argued  that  highways  and  access  roads, 
including  rapid  transit,  should  be  ranked  as  the  No.  1 
district  priority.  However,  it  is  felt  that  the  multitude 
of  governmental  and  quasi  governmental  agencies  working 
on  these  projects  preclude  district  involvement  to  the 
extent  that  it  is  placed  as  the  No.  1 activity  of  the 
district.  The  needs  in  this  area  alone  are  fantastic 
in  terms  of  money  and  manpower  needed  to  generate  the 
development  of  an  optimal  transportation  network.  The 
district  will  continue  to  place  a primary  emphasis  on  the 
provision  of  access  roads  where  there  is  a determined 
economic  impact. 

4.  Industrial  Development. 

Industrial  development  is  perhaps  the  primary  goal 
to  which  the  previous  three  priorities  are  related.  The 
region  still  must  seek  to  achieve  a level  of  diversity 
which  will  balance  with  the  region’s  steelmaking  economy. 
In  order  to  do  this  it  must  first  have  those  ingredients 
which  will  give  other  industries  an  advantage  in  locating 
within  the  region.  This  includes  a skilled  labor  force, 
adequate  sites,  higher  education  facilities,  airports,  the 
elimination  of  environmental  problems  such  as  acid  mine 
drainage  and  other  forms  of  air  and  water  pollution, 
hospitals,  housing,  outdoor  recreation,  and  elementary 
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and  secondary  education.  Until  problems  in  these  areas 
are  corrected  in  terms  of  quantity  and  quality  the  district 
can  not  rise  above  its  present  overall  economic  condition. 

Within  the  next  five-year  period  the  district  will 
attempt  to  act  as  a catalyst  in  generating  local  and  re- 
gional support  in  those  categories  mentioned  above . It 
is  the  district's  philosophy  that  public  investment  pre- 
cedes private  investment,  and  to  this  end  the  district 
will  seek  to  obtain  the  maximum  public  investment  possible 
into  these  four  critical  areas  and  their  sub-areas. 

It  is  obvious  then  that  the  major  contribution  of  the 
district  in  the  next  five  years  will  be  in  the  development 
and  implementation  of  those  projects  having  an  economic 
impact  within  the  region. 
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TURJ^PIKE  PLANNING  AND  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 


The  region  encompassed  by  the  Turnpike  District  Planning 
and  Development  Commission  has  been  truly  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  participate  in  the  Program  under  the  Appalachian  Regional  Develop- 
ment Act  of  1965. 

The  region  has  been  fortunate,  for  thirty-one  non-highway 
projects  in  excess  of  $50  million  have  been  stimulated  with  $8 
million  of  federal  funds  through  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission. 

The  region  has  been  fortunate,  for  a new  delivery  system 
has  been  established  for  the  expression  of  local  priorities  within 
the  framework  of  national  and  state  goals.  The  processes  set  into 
motion  by  this  Program's  prototype  of  the  "New  Federalism"  may  well 
continue  beyond  the  passing  of  the  program  itself. 

In  order  to  project  the  potential  abilities  of  the  Ap- 
palachian experiment  to  enable  the  Turnpike  District  to  overcome 
its  long-standing,  growth-blocking  impediments,  it  is  necessary 
to  review  the  Program's  accomplishments  during  the  five  years 
following  the  enactment  of  the  legislation. 

The  major  efforts  utilizing  Appalachian  funds  within  the 
Turnpike  District  have  been  in  two  areas  --  health  and  education. 

Nine  hospital  expansions  and  four  vocational-technical  schools  have 
been  financed  with  commitments  of  federal  taxes  through  the  Ap- 
palachian Regional  Commission.  The  hospital  projects  have  assured 
adequate  general  health  care  in  every  growth  center  within  the  region. 
With  the  funding  of  Admiral  Peary  Vocational  Technical  School, 
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vocational-technical  education  will  now  be  available  in  school 


districts  encompassing  seventy  percent  of  the  region's  populace. 

Given  the  above  improvements  in  health  and  education, 
both  so  very  rudimentary  to  community  development,  we  must  look 
to  the  future  course  of  the  Program. 

Those  of  us  who  are  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
economic  improvement  are  well  aware  that  we  have  yet  to  change 
the  regional  economy  from  one  which  has  been  traditionally 
resource  based;  and,  that  while  our  efforts  have  been  aimed  at 
this  broad  goal,  we  have  only  minutely  succeeded  and  we  must 
continue  our  endeavor  to  effect  the  change  if  we  are  to  fulfill 
our  mission  of  implementing  the  legislative  intent  of  the  Program 
and  enable  our  constituents  to  properly  share  in  the  fruits  of 
our  nation's  prosperity. 

The  above  implies  an  elementary  mission  prerequisite 
to  an  improvement  in  the  quality  of  life  of  the  region's  one- 
half  million  inhabitants. 

That  mission  is  to  provide  within  the  region  the  basic 
needs  which  will  enable  industrial  development  efforts  to  effect 
the  long-run  change  in  the  economic  base,  for  industrial  develop- 
ment is  the  sine  qua  non  of  community  development. 

Our  experience  in  the  District  program  has  demonstrated 
beyond  question  that  two  major  deterents  to  industrial  development 
remain  within  the  Turnpike  District.  These  are  adequate  overland 
transportation  and  the  provision  of  nominal  water  and  sewer  utilities 
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The  Turnpike  District  lies  in  a strategic  location. 


Studie  s 


have  shown  that  more  people  and  more  factories  can  be  reached  within 
two-hundred  miles  of  the  region  than  from  any  other  such  point  with- 
in the  United  States.  In  fact,  this  location  has  caused  a Lieu- 
tenant Governor  to  refer  to  the  Turnpike  District  as  the  "Keystone 
District  of  the  Keystone  State". 

The  most  cursory  glance  at  a roadmap,  however,  might  well 
prompt  a site  location  professional  to  refer  to  the  Turnpike  District 
as  the  missing  link  in  the  Keystone  State's  highway  network. 

Most  fortunately,  however,  the  Commonwealth  had  the  fore- 
sight to  attempt  to  alter  this  situation  in  establishing  the  Appa- 
lachian developmental  highway  system.  The  completion  of  Corridors  M, 
N,  and  0 will  remove  this  economic  barrier.  We  must  foster  the  com- 
pletion of  this  system.  This  remains  our  first  priority. 

The  Turnpike  District  Commission ' s current  attempt  to 
compile  a Five-Year  Program  Budget  has  proven  without  doubt  that  an 
almost  overwhelming  deficit  faces  the  region  in  the  provision  of 
water  and  sewer  utilities. 

Unfortunately,  until  recent  days,  neither  of  these  have 
received  priority  attention  at  the  federal  level,  although  the 
Commonwealth  has  maintained  a fine  effort  to  achieve  high  water 
quality  standards.  Fortunately,  the  recent  ecological  emphasis  has 
encouraged  the  federal  government  to  concern  itself  with  the  pro- 
vision of  financial  aid  to  communities  for  the  delivery  of  quality 
water  and  for  the  treatment  of  liquid  waste. 
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The  failure  to  have  provided  for  water/sewer  utilities  in 


the  past  must  surely  be  placed  upon  the  local  communities  themselves. 
These  communities  today,  however,  find  they  are  unable  financially 
to  shoulder  this  burden  in  the  absence  of  federal  aid. 

Water/sewer  utility  adequacy  cannot  guarantee  industrial 
development . 

The  absence  of  water/sewer  utilities  can  guarantee  failure 
of  industrial  development. 

The  state ' s Appalachian  investment  policies  have  provided 
for  the  use  of  Section  214  supplementary  funds  for  water/sewer  pro- 
jects vital  to  an  economic  development  success.  In  analyzing  this 
policy  several  elements  must  be  considered. 

First,  basic  funding  must  be  available.  FHA,  HUD,  and 
EDA  basic  funds  for  water  remain  inadequate  and,  in  fact,  many  areas 
are  ineligible  under  all  three  programs. 

Furthermore,  recent  policy  decisions  regarding  the  funding 
of  liquid  waste  treatment  by  FWQA  are  in  complete  juxtaposition  to 
our*  mission  in  Appalachia.  These  decisions  provide  for  FWQA  funding 
of  treatment  plants  based  upon  a projection  of  the  status  quo,  ig- 
noring economic  development  and  requiring  private  funding  for  in- 
dustrial waste  treatment . 

Finally,  uses  of  214  funds  with  water/sewer  projects  in 
the  Commonwealth  to  insure  current  developmental  efforts  appears  to 
run  counter  to  the  Program's  long-run  philosophy.  To  the  economist, 
the  tools  of  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission  are  entirely 
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long-range  and  the  state  has  expressed  a short-run  investment 


policy  in  this  case. 

We  realize,  however,  that  the  214  funds  available  to  the 
state  do  not  enable  it  to  pragmatically  utilize  them  for  supple- 
mental water/sewer  funding.  This  can,  however,  be  overcome  as 
will  be  stated  below. 

To  summarize  the  region's  priorities,  again,  they  are 
two:  continued  highway  development  and  water/sewer  utility  pro- 

vision . 

The  first  --  highway  development  --  can  be  accomplished 
through  the  completion  of  the  corridor  systemo  Additionally,  the 
extension  of  Corridor  N from  Ebensburg  to  I-80  remains  a high  local 
priority,  one  which  has  been  recognized  by  the  State  Department  of 
Commerce  and  the  Department  of  Transportation. 

The  region's  second  major  problem  --  water/sewer  --  is 
not  as  easily  resolved.  The  problem  of  utilizing  scarce  214  funds 
was  stated  above.  The  entire  state  allocation  could  readily  be 
encumbered  in  a few  treatment  plant  projects. 

We  believe,  however,  that  should  the  Program  be  extended 
intact,  the  mechanism  exists  to  enable  the  Commonwealth  to  partic- 
ipate in  water/ sewer  projects  for  long-run  development  despite  the 
low  level  of  allocation.  This  mechanism  exists  in  the  development 
districts'  priority  process.  The  Department  of  Commerce  has  al- 
ready recognized  the  importance  of  the  District  priority  process 
in  the  inclusion  of  the  Tyrone  project  in  the  State  Development 
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Plan.  By  assuring  the  local  leadership  of  the  recognition  of 
local  priorities,  the  pragmatic  problem  of  becoming  involved  in 
water/sewer  projects  by  the  state  can  be  overcome. 

Of  greater  importance,  however,  is  the  cold  fact  stated 
above:  basic  funding  is  either  inadequate  or  not  available. 

While  incomplete,  the  Turnpike  District’s  Five-Year 
Budget  is  depicting  a deficit  in  water/sewer  needs  in  excess  of 
$100  million.  To  enable  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission  Pro- 
gram to  aid  our  communities  attack  this  problem  area,  we  suggest 
that  there  be  provision  for  basic  funding  through  the  Appalachian 
Regional  Commission  in  these  areas. 

The  Appalachian  Program,  in  Sections  201,  202  and  205 j in 
Pennsylvania  has  proven  the  ability  of  the  deliverance  through  a 
federal/state/local  partnership.  Provision  of  discretionary  basic 
funding  is  historically  logical  and  is  within  the  Congressional 
intent  of  the  Act . 

We  must  note  parenthetically,  however,  that  we  are  not 
requesting  a reinstatement  of  Section  212  for  two  reasons.  One 
is  the  philisophical  difference  between  FWQA  and  economic  develop- 
ment. The  second  is  the  inability  of  FWQA  to  participate  in  col- 
lection systems,  a fact  conveniently  ignored  by  those  in  pollution 
control . 

Beyond  these  basic  problem  areas  we  must  note  that  other 
hopes  and  felt  needs  have  been  bypassed  in  our  efforts.  Note,  for 
example,  our  inability  to  participate  in  extended  care  facilities,

despite  the  national  concern  for  our  senior  citizens  as  expressed 
by  the  President's  Commission  for  the  aged,  the  Economic  Opportunity 
Act  and— -most  importantly — our  local  officials.  Other  like  areas  are 

evident — for  example,  community  centers. 

To  accomplish  the  state ' s participation  in  areas  as  men- 
tioned above,  hard  local  priorities  must  be  generated,  then  recog- 
nized . 

In  retrospect,  the  development  of  the  state  investment 
plan  is  viewed  by  us  as  an  excellent  effort  but  one  which  can  be 
improved . Our  participation  in  hospital  projects  has  been  more 
by  accident  than  by  program  design,  due  to  the  availability  of 
basic  funds.  If  we  continue  the  present  course  we  shall  continue 
to  have  a successful  program  but  the  success  will  be  limited  and 
will  be  an  inevitability  without  design  as  long  as  our  economic 
development  planning  is  subject  to  decision-making  at  FWQA,  HUD, 
and  HEW,  which,  quite  properly,  are  concerned  with  their  charge 
involving  the  nation  at  large  in  their  respective  spheres. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of  Commerce  and  the  State 
Planning  Board  have  given  visionary  leadership  to  this  Program. 

Under  our  Governor ' s Representative  to  the  Appalachian  Regional 
Commission  these  agencies  have  proven  that  the  experiment  is  both 
workable  and  worthwhile . We  trust  that  they  will  continue  to 
provide  leadership  and  that  we  can  move  toward  a new  dimension  in 
providing  an  opportunity  for  our  citizens  of  Appalachia  Pennsylvania 
to  enjoy  a quality  of  life  equivalent  to  that  of  our  Nation. 
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ECONOMIC  DEVELOPMENT  COUNCIL  OF  NORTHEASTERN 

PENNSYLVANIA 


For  many  years,  the  counties  of  the  Northeast  District 
have  been  coping  with  the  problems  related  to  improving  the  liv- 
ability of  the  area.  A backlog  of  public  investment  projects  now 
exists,  and  the  efforts  to  induce  people  and  new  industries  to 
locate  or  expand  in  the  District  puts  vital  stress  on  these  pro- 
jects. Competition  for  new  industry  is  very  high;  almost  every 
State  has  programs  which  provide  100  percent  financing  and  similar 
incentives  to  attract  industries  and  the  technical  and  adminis- 
trative talent  associated  with  them.  Because  of  the  growing 
awareness  of  the  need  for  excellent  community  services  and  facil- 
ities, industrialists  are  placing  more  emphasis  than  ever  before 
on  an  area's  attractiveness  and  livability. 

The  Northeast  District  is  behind  other  areas  in  the  State 
and  Nation  in  providing  those  community  assets  which  contribute  to  a 
Region's  total  image  and  "livability  quotient."  Good  schools,  medical 
facilities,  housing,  arterial  roads,  mass  transportation  facilities,  i 
water  and  sewer  systems,  local  recreational  facilities,  cultural 
facilities  and  activities  are  in  short  supply  in  Northeastern 
Pennsylvania  and  totally  non-existent  in  some  sub-areas.  * 

The  Council  has  repeatedly  documented  these  needs  in  the  ^ 
Commonwealth's  Appalachian  Development  Plan,  in  the  Region's  Over-  , 
all  Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP),  and  in  other  Council  re-  . 

search  studies. 
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Even  though  there  have  been  considerable  private  and 
public  investments  in  economic  activity  centers  and  their  primary 
impact  areas,  the  Region  still  lacks  both  the  social  and  economic 
infrastructures  which  are  basic  to  creating  a viable  Region.  In 
order  to  energize  and  fully  utilize  current  investments  of  time, 
financial  resources  and  talent,  the  Region  must  expand  and  accel- 
erate the  following  program  priorities. 

PRIORITY  1:  Expansion  of  the  Region's  Community  Facilities 

Infrastructures 

The  region  must  develop  and  construct  area-wide  water 
and  sewer  systems.  These  programs  are  basic  to  improving  the 
physical  environment  of  the  District  and  its  economic  growth 
centers.  Upon  this  base,  almost  all  social  and  economic  activi- 
ties are  generated  or  spawned  - housing,  industrial  development, 
shopping  centers,  colleges,  recreational  facilities,  expansion 
of  central  business  districts,  and  a multitude  of  other  related 
private  and  public  developmental  activities. 

The  Appalachian  Program  can  augment  these  activities  by 
participating  up  to  the  full  80  percent  eligibility  cost  and  by 
encouraging  the  States  in  the  Appalachian  Region  to  attach  their 
"full  faith  and  credit"  behind  all  certified  projects  in  one 
comprehensive  bond  issue  in  order  to  make  the  offer  attractive 
and  achieve  a better  interest  rate  on  the  bonds. 
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PRIORITY  2:  Conservation  and  Reclamation  of  the  Region's  Natural 

Resources 

Improvement  of  the  Region's  community  facilities  in- 
frastructures is  directly  related  to  Priority  2.  In  fact,  these 
two  priorities  must  be  stimulated  and  implemented  simultaneously 
in  the  Region.  Some  excellent  beginnings  include  the  implementation 
of  the  planning  and  development  programs  outlined  in  the  Susque- 
hanna River  Basin  Coordinating  Committee's  "prospectus"  and  the 
Water  Resources  Plan  of  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission.  The 
accelerated  implementation  of  these  programs,  along  with  those  pro- 
jects currently  underway  and/or  proposed  by  the  Pennsylvania  De- 
partment of  Mines  and  Mineral  Industries  relative  to  reclaiming 
the  Region's  strip  mines,  mine  subsidence  areas,  and  mine  and  culm 
bank  fires,  is  a must. 

Other  programs  which  should  be  strenuously  encouraged 
include  regional  solid-waste  management  programs  and  the  acquisition 
and  development  of  more  local  and  county-wide  open-space  and  rec- 
reational areas  which  would  utilize,  wherever  possible,  some  of 
the  above-mentioned  reclaimed  land,  especially  in  the  Region's 
economic  growth  centers  and  their  urbanizing  areas. 

In  addition  to  encouraging  the  creation  and  funding  of 
the  Susquehanna  River  Basin  Compact  and  its  Commission  and  similar 
compacts  throughout  Appalachia  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission 
should  encourage  the  development  of  Regional  Conservancies,  similar 


to  the  Western  Pennsylvania  Conservancy. 


PRIORITY  3 : Housing 


Housing  is  a top  program  priority,  not  only  in  the  State 
and  Nation,  but  also  in  Northeastern  Pennsylvania.  This  priority 
can  blend  National,  State,  and  Regional  needs  and  goals  by  bringing 
private  and  public  funds,  expertise,  and  manpower  together. 

The  need  for  housing  in  Northeastern  Pennsylvania  is  so 
great  that  the  Appalachian  Program  must  devise  a meaningful  and 
practical  solution.  Homes  for  all  social  and  economic  segments 
of  the  Region's  population  are  urgently  needed.  Funds  for  housing 
administrative  programs  are  also  seriously  inadequate.  The  Region 
needs,  not  only  new  construction,  but  also  the  technical  manpower 
capability  and  the  administrative  and  financial  delivery  systems 
inherent  in  the  implementation  of  this  program  locally. 

The  Appalachian  Program  can  help  provide  a solution  to 
this  problem  in  the  Northeast  Local  Development  District  by  helping 
the  Economic  Development  Council  strengthen  its  in-house  capability. 
Steps  in  the  right  direction  include  the  approval  of  the  Council's 
"New  City"  and  "Regional  Housing  Program"  applications.  These 
proposals  are  prerequisites  to  coordinating  the  efforts  and  funds 
already  expended  on  housing  in  the  Region  through  the  ARC  Section 
207  Program  and  the  Commonwealth's  "Operation  Breakthrough"  In- 
ventory . 

PRIORITY  4 : Modernization  of  Local  Government 

This  crucial  need  in  Northeastern  Pennsylvania  is  one  of 
the  greatest  deterrents  to  Regional  progress.  The  multiplicity  of 


local  governmen't  units,  special  districts,  and  multi-purpose  au- 
thorities makes  it  extremely  difficult  to  mobilize  the  leaders, 
coordinate  the  efforts,  define  and  articulate  priorities,  and 
mobilize  the  expertise  and  capital  to  help  solve  the  most  basic 
social  and  economic  problems  in  the  Region.  In  fact,  it  often 
appears  that  for  every  positive  action  taken,  a counter  reaction, 
decision  or  project  is  advanced  which  negates  or  dilutes  the 
potential  of  the  public  and  private  investments  made  in  the  District 

Some  alternatives  and  solutions  to  this  vexing  problem 

follow : 

...The  State  legislature  should  encourage  the  implemen- 
tation of  the  newly-authorized  local  government  pro- 
visions and  boundary  change  articles  in  the  Common- 
wealth's Constitution. 

...The  Appalachian  Regional  Commission  should  release  the 
findings  and  recommendations  of  the  local  government 
and  consolidation  studies  undertaken  several  years 
ago  (Stroudsburg  Area  Merger  Study,  Uniontown,  SEDA, 
etc.)  and  set  aside  sufficient  funds  to  do  similar 
studies  for  most  of  the  promising  economic  growth 
centers  in  Appalachia. 

. . . In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Appalachian  Regional 
Commission,  in  cooperation  with  the  various  other 
appropriate  Federal  agencies  and  State  representatives 
should  evolve  strategies  and  incentives  to  encourage 
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consolidations,  mergers,  joint  purchasing,  and  the 
joint  use  of  staff  or  related  programs. 

PRIORITY  j:  Expansion  of  the  Region's  Social  and  Cultural 

Institutions 

No  less  important,  and  directly  tied  into  the  above- 
mentioned  priorities,  is  the  need  to  expand  the  Northeast  Penn- 
sylvania Local  Development  District's  educational  facilities, 
medical  complexes,  penal  institutions,  museums,  art  centers  and 
other  cultural  and  social  service  institutions.  This  is  of  the 
utmost  importance,  because  it  is  from  these  that  the  Region's 
people  can  acquire  a "sense  of  community"  which,  in  turn,  will 
nurture  an  attractive  "Life  Style"  and  create  a high  "livability 
quotient"  to  attract  the  progressive  talent  and  corporations. 

The  Appalachian  Regional  Commission  can  assist  by  in- 
creasing its  basic  and  supplemental  funding  of  vocational-technical 
schools,  hospitals,  higher  education  facilities,  child  care  centers 
and  human  services  centers  in  the  Region.  The  Region  would  benefit 
significantly  from  the  Commission's  support  of  innovative  demon- 
stration, training  and  development  programs  which  are  especially 
geared  to  help  the  very  young,  the  very  old,  and  the  physically 
and  mentally  handicapped. 

PRIORITY  6 : Human  Resources  Training  and  Development  Programs 

Human  resources  training  and  development  is  directly  re- 
lated to  the  need  for  additional  and  higher  quality  social  and  cultural 
institutions.  Just  as  urgently  necessary  as  the  schools,  hospitals. 
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and  day-care  centers  is  the  need  for  the  technical  manpower  required 
by  these  and  related  institutions.  The  District  needs  more  highly- 
qualified  administrators,  doctors,  nurses,  engineers,  planners  and 
other  professionals,  especially  in  the  Region's  governmental  insti- 
tutions . 

These  needs  are  magnified  because  there  are  comparable 
needs  for  various  technicians  and  supervisory  personnel  and  an 
increasing  need  for  more  skilled  labor  in  industry.  The  Region  is 
trying  to  meet  these  needs  by  its  continuous  expansion  of  higher 
education  facilities  and  by  the  creation  of  several  new  vocational- 
technical  schools.  But  these  institutional  efforts  have  to  be 
supplemented  through  continuing  education  and  on-the-job  training 
programs . 

Human  resources  development  programs  for  the  District's 
youth,  elderly,  and  physically  and  mentally  handicapped  people  are 
also  necessary.  There  are  serious  gaps  in  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  services  offered  to  this  segment  of  the  District's  population. 
Especially  critical  is  the  lack  of  any  meaningful  training  programs 
for  juvenile  offenders  and  short-term  jail  and  prison  inmates.  The 
various  CAMPS,  CEP,  MDTA  and  TEAM  programs  are  attempting  to  meet 
this  need;  but  their  programs  and  budgets  are  extremely  limited, 
considering  the  complexity  and  the  magnitude  of  the  problem  in 
the  Region. 

The  Appalachian  Program  can  help  by  continuing  its  current 
supplemental  efforts  in  this  area  of  concern.  However,  it  should  alsc 
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consider  becoming  more  involved  and  committed  to  providing  the 
funds  and  expertise  which  would  ascertain  innovative  approaches 
to  define  the  real  problems  rather  than  treating  the  results  of 
the  problems. 

PRIORITY  7 • Integrated  Intermodal  Transportation  Networks 

The  Northeast  Pennsylvania  Local  Development  District  has 
a history  of  good  rail  service.  However,  with  the  decline  of  the 
coal  industry,  the  utilization  and  adequacy  of  its  rail  facilities 
and  rolling  stock  has  deteriorated.  In  its  place,  the  Region  has 
been  blessed  with  an  excellent  Interstate  Highway  System  (I  80,  8l, 
8lE,  and  84).  Even  though  the  Interstate  Highway  System  has  helped 
to  offset  the  loss  of  the  rail  facilities  and  service,  and  to  a 
degree  increase  accessibility  to  and  from  the  Region,  there  is  no 
overall  integrated  intermodal  transportation  network  which  provides 
the  linkages  among  the  various  economic  growth  centers  within  the 
Region  and  the  major  urbanizing  areas  in  other  areas  of  the  State 
and  Nation. 

In  order  to  set  this  network  in  place,  there  is  a need 
to  upgrade  the  District ' s arterial  highway  systems  between  the 
major  Interstate  Highway  Interchanges  and  the  economic  growth 
centers  (central  business  districts  and  industrial  parks)  and 
also  with  other  modes  of  transportation  (bus  terminals  and  airports) 
to  provide  flexibility  of  movement  in  people,  goods,  and  services. 

The  Appalachian  Regional  Commission,  and  especially  the 
Pennsylvania  Department  of  Commerce,  can  help  stimulate  this  type 
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of  development  by  encouraging  the  Pennsylvania  Department  of 


Transportation  to  utilize  the  Local  Development  District  orga- 
nizations to  help  plan  and  develop  various  regional  intermodal 
networks  within  an  overall  State-wide  and  National  strategy, 
especially  in  respect  to  air  passenger  and  cargo  shipments.

The  recommended  mine  fire  projects  would  eliminate 
severe  environmental  problems  affecting  urban  areas  under  a con- 
tinuation of  the  Commonwealth's  ongoing  Mine  Fire  Control  Pro- 
gram.

The  recommended  mine  land  reclamation  projects  involve 
the  restoration  of  strip  mine  areas  under  public  ownership  and 
the  development  of  industrial  sites.

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The  recommended  research  projects  are  intended  to  deal 
with  specific  problems  confronting  Appalachia  Pennsylvania.  The 
Commonwealth  has  been  developing  a policy  on  new  towns  and  is  con- 
sidering legislation  to  assist  in  building  them.  The  Rural  Health 
Planning  project  in  the  Central  Susquehanna  area  will  deal  with 
the  need  for  additional  health  services  and  the  development  of 
organizational  mechanisms  and  facilities  to  provide  such  services. 
This  project  will  be  carried  on  in  conjunction  with  the  Demonstratio 
Health  Area  project  being  funded  under  Section  202  in  the  Central 
Susquehanna  area.  Additional  support  from  Section  302  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  proper  coordination  and  planning.  The  five- 
county  Solid  Waste  Management  Study  proposed  for  the  Northern  Tier 
District  would  help  to  develop  a plan  and  action  program  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  requirements  of  the  Commonwealth's  Solid  Waste 
Management  Act  and  would  seek  to  devise  effective  means  of  solid 
waste  collection  and  disposal  in  a predominantly  rural  area.  The 
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In-Service  Teacher  Training  program  proposed  for  the  Northwest  and 
North  Central  Districts  would  be  undertaken  in  recognition  of  the 
Commission's  expressed  interest  in  such  training  to  improve  educa- 
tional services.  This  proposal  would  link  together  the  State  colleges 
in  the  area  as  well  as  the  various  school  districts  and  the  emerging 
intermediate  units.  Because  one  of  the  most  critical  unmet  needs 
in  the  Commonwealth  as  well  as  in  the  Northeastern  District^  is 
housing,  a project  to  develop  a comprehensive  housing  program  for 
that  area  would  be  a significant  extension  of  the  planning  work 
being  done  under  the  already  approved  New  Community  Study  and  the 
work  already  accomplished  under  the  projects  funded  by  the  Appalachian 
Regional  Commission  under  Section  207*  In  many  parts  of  the  State 
transportation  to  jobs  and  retraining  programs  is  not  available  for 
the  scattered  rural  population.  The  Commonwealth  is  developing  a 
Manpower  Demonstration  program  which  would  involve  rural  trans- 
portation components  using  small  vehicles  and  other  innovative 
transportation  methods.  In  order  to  make  more  effective  the  regu- 
latory activities  of  the  Commonwealth's  Air  Pollution  Control  Commis- 
sion, a State-wide  monitoring  network  has  been  proposed.  In  connection 
with  these  efforts  better  measuring  devices  are  essential.  The 
General  Electric  Laser  Development  project  is  intended  to  produce 
a functional  regulatory  instrument  for  air  pollution  control.  The 
Commonwealth  proposes  to  build  on  the  successes  of  the  recently 
completed  summer  intern  program  to  formulate  other  youth  leadership 
development  programs  on  a continuing  basis  in  each  local  development 
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district.  The  Pennsylvania  Council  on  the  Arts  will  consider 
possible  cultural  development  programs  within  Appalachia  Pennsylvania. 
The  Commonwealth  will  develop  coal  mine  training  and  research  pro- 
jects, including  "Black  Lung,"  in  a manner  responsive  to  the  Reso- 
lution adopted  by  the  Appalachian  Regional  Commission  in  its  August  1970 
meeting.  A study  will  be  proposed  concerning  the  possibilities  of 
coal  land  reclamation  in  Westmoreland  County  to  establish  an  in- 
dustrial land  bank.  Many  of  the  presently  unreclaimed  coal  land 
areas  throughout  the  Commonwealth  could  be  improved  for  industrial 
reuse . Further  activities  in  this  matter  should  be  undertaken  as  a 
part  of  the  Commonwealth's  ongoing  Mine  Area  Reclamation  program. 

The  wood  utilizing  industries  in  North  Central  Pennsylvania  produce 
a significant  amount  of  "bark."  Some  economical  reuse  or  dis- 
position method  of  this  bark  must  be  developed  to  minimize  water  and 
air  pollution.  The  environmental  planning  would  be  undertaken  to 
assemble  information,  develop  study  and  evaluation  techniques,  and 
produce  environmental  plans  (consistent  with  other  State  and  re- 
gional planning  activities)  to  provide  a sound  basis  for  future 
programs  and  projects.  The  findings  and  recommendation  from  all 
of  these  research  and  demonstration  projets  could  be  applied  in 
other  parts  of  Appalachia.
